and a half years, From Argentina 

I came north, over cold, harren, 
16,000-Toot ranges; then down inte steamy 
jtingles, across the Isthmus of Panama, up 
through Central America and Mexico, and 
so ta the United States. 

| reached Washimeton with the same 
two horses with which [ started]—ponies 
that were 15 and 16 years old when my 
ride began, 

Remote from cities and seaports—far 
from white men’s haints—ran much of 
my lonely trad, Ome night camp muight 
he pitched far from any human habita- 
tion; again, Late and slept with ancient 
Incian tribes In stone villages older than 
the Ineas. 

Of high adventures, hatrbreadth escapes, 
and deeds of daring, there were few) yet 
mall the annals of exploration T doubt if 
any traveler, not excepting Marea Polo 
himself, hal more leistire than 1 to see ane 
understand the people, the animals and 
plant life of the countries traversed.

So T should, perhaps, explain just how the 
project originated.

In the year 1535 Pedro de Mendov, 
founcler of Buenos Aires, brought. to. “r= 
penta a large number of purebred Ara- 
hian horses. Later, expecially during In- 


chan clistirbanees, many such animal were 


turned fonse or escaped, In tine they in- 
crensed greatly in numbers and spread not 
only over the pampas, but down to that 
southern region of tbe continent called 
Patagonia, 

Before the Spaniards came, there were 
no horses, as we now know the animal, m 
any parts of the North or South American 
continents; lit from the animals intro- 
duced by Mendoza a vigorous breed de- 
veloped. Left to nature and having th re- 
“ist climatic extremes, hoger and thirst, 
and attacks by both Indians and. will] 
heasts, it became a strvival of the fittest 
horses. In consequence, weaker foals were

resistant were able to live and breed, 

lt is tothe erionldlo horses that the santh- 
ern republics of South America owe their 
independence, for they cared the hbera- 
tors from one disiant paint to anether, 
over the mighty Andes pnd through the 
lesolate regions, far into Bolyin and 
Pers. Without them the political geay- 
raphy and history of that continent might 


be very different to-ty.

The criaila horse is-not big, He stands 
only between @3%5 and 145 hands bigh, 
His chest is deep; his legs are stocky, and 
he ts well muscled, hardy, and remark- 
ably agile. But with the introduction of 
the Enelish race horse and others into 
Arpentina,and the consequent crossbreed: 
ing, the orginal criollo became scarce, be- 
ing crowded out.of the big cities and off 
the ranches,

It was to find ont for myself whether 
the coolly horse was ever really capoble 
of the amazing feats of endurance claimed 
for him in Argentine song and story, as 
when San Martin marched his cavalry 
over the high Andes, that T undertook 
this ride, The whole project was absurd 
and impossible, my friends insisted; but | 
went ahead with my plans. 

Where to get was my first 
problem: for, as I sav, today the ertollo 
is. very rare. It was by a stroke of luck 
that | obtained my two, mounts from a 
friend, a horse lover hineelf, who had 
just returned from an expedition mto the

Throughout this part of Atgentina food 
was easy to find in the many settlemetits, 
The climate is temperate and healthinl and 
the land is covered with farms “and cow 
Tatiches:; 

Heavy rain held me 12 days in Rosarin. 
With clearing weather | posted on toward 
the northwest, Here was a prairie land 
with monotanous roadways, straivht as an 
arrow and reaching to far herons: long 
lines of wire fence to right.and lett across 
acountry flat ais a billiard table, its sky- 
line broken now and then bya ranchhorse, 
a tall steel windmill tower, or a. solitary 
ombi, or elephant tree. Seas of corn, 
wheat, aml oats. vast herds of fine: fat 
cattle—a lanl af milk and honey, vet, to 
a horseback rider, tiresome in its sat- 
ness, 

Two hundred nules of this, and then the 
ereal salt beds of Santiago del Estero. 
Here everything changed. Coarse shrubs 
and tall cactus took the: place of wheat 
and corn.

Most of the trolley cars ore double-leck 
vehicles. ‘The fare on top is to centavos, 
the extuivalent of 1.2 cents in UL, S. cur- 
rency, and the fare below ts 20 centavos.

In the fandscapmg of the nil 
Vicufia Mackenna ordered their ashes re- 
moved to the public cemetery and directed 
that a marble slab mark the place of 
ther former entombment. The mscnption 
thereon, translated into English, says: 
“To the memory of the expatriate from 
heaven and earth, who in this place have 
lain buried] during half a century, 1820- 
e723, 


The mam giteway of Santa Lucia, with 
Its excellent statuary, its road stairways, 
itil its tiled parapet, forms a fit entrance 
to this benuty spat of Santiago. Here 
stands a fine brovize statwe of Vicuiin Mac- 
kenna with the figure of Fame -seated at 
lis feet, holding in her hand a wreath of 
laurel (ace, also, pogo 223). 

From Sant Lucia we wander up the 
Avenue of the Delights and. appreciate 
the enthusiasm. of the Santiagnino for his 
capital's. major thoroughiare. For here

The public markets of Santiago are a

Among the 
wild flowers are the copihue, the rosy bell 
of a. slim yine clinging to trees in the 
scuther woodland: the flaming Tropao- 
lim spectosum, which matithes the hedge- 
row t the brilliant biwe crocus, that hes im 
sheets on Andean fouthills; the turquoise 
nnd golden paras, which form a striking 
feature of many a Chilean landscape. 

There are two general markets. To one 
vo the fadies who do their own marketing. 
It is a typical South American market, 
having not only meats, vegetables, and 
ather produce, but all kinds of wares— 
horsehair baskets, cages of love birds, and 
the like, Here are great strings of tiny 
species af birds, rendy to form thie base for 
anne sort of soup. There are quivering 
piles of ny transparent larva: of native 
fishes which will go into another type of 
apy comeoetion, | 

But whoever fails to sec the other 
market, serosa the river, where tmilady 
seldom goes, but where her maid usally 
shopis; misses one of the most interesting 
sehts.in South America; for here comes 
ainnumerable train of high-wheeled carts 
and wigons, bringing the finest assortment 
of fruits and veeetalles this writer has 
ever seen? oranges and lemons im pro- 
fusion, carrots and cabhages by the load, 
thot ore of blae-ribbon-winning size; ber- 
ties, plume, grapes, and pears. seemingly 
intent on breakin the record for hiscious- 
ness, All of these proclaim the richness 
of the soil and the perfection of middle 
Chile's chmate. 


ACA AAN IN THE ASDES 


One would ke to tum aside and visit 
the hydroelectric plants of La Florida and 
Maitenes, where the water from the melt- 
ing snows of the Andes is transformed 
into the electric power that moves the 
trains between Santiago and Valporaise 
and across the Cordilleras.. [ visited them 
ona Sunday with the American engineer 


who planned the Mastenes plant, after hay- 
me built the bi imstallations at Ciuata- 
juato, Mexico, and after having developed 
high-tension transmission by the erection 
of stecl towers, suggested by the familiar 
stec] windmill derrick—an engineering ¢le- 
parture that has increnserl tranamissivn 
voltazes perhaps tenfold. 

The road from the Santiago Valley to 
the Maitenes power plant is many miles 
long. As one motors across the nose af a 
fidge which mcloses the litth plain and 
leaks down upon a miniature community 
nestling at the lase of the main mostntain, 
he beholds a scene of transcendent beauty, 
All of the workmen's cottages, the guest 
lle, the supermtendent’s houses, ami the 
power structures are built of pray con- 
crete, with red tile roofs, and trimmed with 
white (see illustration, page 242}. 

This tittle Canaan of green, with its de- 
lightfully contrasting buildings. surrounded 
ly rountams that run the gamut of the 
color seole, and all overlooked by the 
majestic white-clad Cordilleras, makes a 
picture that would thrill the most blase 
traveler. _ 

Here the housing conditions af Tabor 
were many hundred per cent stiperior to 
those enjoyed in native circles, These enm- 
munities everywhere seemed to me to be 
lighthouses of hope for the masses of 
Chitle, 


COPPER COMPANIES TRUVINE ODEN 
HOUSES FOR WORKERS 


At the great copper mines of Chuqinca- 
mata the traveler also finds excellent hows- 
ing conditions. Here is a modern inidits- 
trial city ef 20,000 inhabitants, with 
“every convenience of civilized life, ma 
region that can karely support a dozen 
hincdes of grass” | 

Chogiticamata is an qutstanding meni- 
ment to enterprise and industry, 

The mine brings its power front the 
coast at Tocojilla, where it is generate 
from imported conl, and brings its water 
supply in three pipe lines rom through 
the Cordilleras on the Bolivian border, 
Twelve thonsand tons of sweet, cocl water 
are delivered to Chagquicamata every day. 
From the loading tracks at the smelter 
210,000,000 pounds of copper are sent 
every year to the brass works and wire

The mine itself is.older than Chilean 
history, for it was worked by the native 
Indians many centuries before the advetit 
of Almagro; but it was not until 15 yeors 
apo that it was made to bring real life to 
this stretch of the Atacama Desert.

The memories of the past at Chuqui- 
comata are those of one of the wildest 
mining camps in the world, Old-timers sit 
at the beer tables and tell of the turimlent 
days, ‘They tell wile) tales of Placilla, the 
empty houses of which ate still standing 
immedtintely above the. mine—tales of 
shooting and stabbing, of almost every 
known torm of viet and violence: for net 
Aitman, wommn, or child in Placilla’s large 
cometery 1s supposed to have died a nat- 
tral cleath. 

“Punta de Rieles still flourishes, al- 
thouzh toa diminishing degree. Tt still 
receives its quota every pay day and sencds 
ifs quota of damaged goods io the hos 
pitals for tepatr-and to the church for 
final rites: but the increased vigilance of 
the catabineros and the decrease of its 
popwlation as compared to Chuquicamata’s 
growth are ever lessening the damage 
Punta de Rieles is doing." | 

My farewell to Chile was one that will 
long be retnembered. Our train left San- 
tiage in the rain and ran to Liay-Liay. 
There two cars were detached, and in these 
we proceeded to Loa Andes. There, in the 
foothills of the Andes, with the roaring 
Aconcagtia River timnning past the station, 
we transferred to the Transandine tar-

row-gatige rack-and-pinion raihway that 
was to carry us to Mendota, in Argenta. 

At Rio Blanco the: climbing began in 
deadliest earnest. Ni word picture gives 
any conception of the grandeur af ‘the 
towering, snow-clad peaks. From there 
to the entrance of the simmit tunnel at 
Caracoles lies what veteran travelers re- 
gard as perhaps the grandest rock scenery 
in the world, 

As our train puffed up those heavy 
prades, the side walls of the cars now and 
agin, Tubbed against the packed snow on 
either sie of the track. Here a sickly sun 
peeped through the clouds, there we were 
wrapped in dreary solitude by impenetra- 
ile mists, and elsewhere we could look 
down to the track over which we had just 
come, sever] thousand feet below, When 
we reached the summit tunnel the clouds 
settled down firmly aver as, . 

In the middle of the tunnel we crossed 
the Continental Divide. and my hopes of 
seeing Aconcagua-again sank to zero: but 
ns we emerged from this burrow through 
the mountains the fogs and clouds, the 
mists and the rain, hac vanished. ‘The 
Argentine side offered no abiding place for 
them. It was as cold and crisp here as it 
had been fogey on the Chilean side. 


VALE, ACONCAGUA ! 


As we came down a littl way we crosseil 
a high bridge over a river that joined the 
main stream which we were skirting, and 
as we looked northward there stood Ment 
Aconcagua again, in all her glory, 

The western sun had disappeared below 
the horizon and had written the shadows 
of the dividing ridge on the buttressing 
mountains to our right: but the hist 10,000 
feet of Aconeagua's heights, towering 
above her neighbors az a mountain above 
a mole hill, were bathed in sunshine, Her 
robes of spotless snow were trimmed with 
the Silvery sheen of eternal glacial ice, 
Over her floated a white cloud of the size 
and shape of her head, and the rays of the 
evening sim, turning it to gold, made one 
feel that Nature wos pressing the shining 
crown of the ages upon the brow of the 
mountain queen of the Western World.

anchored in the roadstead, What a mienm- 
ory to cherish is that of those Ttalian songs, 
sung by stiperb male voices, with the melo- 
dies rising, from the group around the 
captain, at the foot of the preat mst, to

THE “BONITA’ HIDES THROUGH A TEMPEST 


It was-on the 2oo-mile crossing, between 
Sardinia and Sicily, that the tempest—the 
inevitable tempest of all adventare—sur- 
prised us.

ENTERTAINED ON A BRITISH. FLAGSHIT 


The date of our meeting with the British 
squadnin drew near and the most difficult 
passage of the crise remained to he ov- 
complished—some joo miles of open sea, 
in particularly dangerous waters, with the

we abandoned her to go to Crete, where it

Many people were surprised that we 
should have taken pleasure m_ traveling 
ler mite weeks, and ata cost-of so moch 
effort, a route which can be covered easily 
in Sve days by steamer! 

But in navigating our boat we obtained 
a better utiderstanding of the geegraphic 
value of such words fis “port of call,” 
“harbor,” aid “eurrent.” Also, from our 
similar experiences, we understood better 
the difficulties, tieeds, and pleasires—even 
the very spirit—of ancierit vovagings. 

It these places were not visited in a 
small sailing vessel, one would rarely reach 
the hidden spots or understand their life, 
An island must not be apyproached too 
abruptly, and nothing prepares one for it 
hetter than a slow arrival fromthe sea, 

This cruise was truly a prelude to our 
trip ta Crete, and it furnished us with 
tany pomts of comparison with the other 
islands of the Mediterranean. 


1N CRETE 


About15 hours from Pires, after hav- 
ing skirted the islands of Melos and An- 
himelos of the Cyclades proup, the lomy 
mountainous profile of Crete became 
visible, 

Mythology explains that one of the 
Cyelades, Delos, was a floating, vagrant 
island until Zeus, the sovereign master 
of Olympus, anchored it to permit Leto, 
persecuted by the jealous Hera, to finda 
refuge. Here it was that Leto gave Inrth 
to Apollo and Artemis, son and danghter 
of Zeus himself. Legend also telates that 
Hera, furious at the frequent escapades of 
Hens | in Crete, came from Olvempits to sur- 
prise her hushand and was suddenly trans 
formed by him into a block of stone (the 
island of Dia.or Standia), forever isolated 
fromthe northern coast of Créte. A short 
time later the remorseful god placed a lit- 
He cake in front of the petrified form of 
the goddess: this is the reef at one end of 
Dim. (This island is not to be conftised 
with Naxos, in the Cyclades, which also 
bore the same name in ancient times. ) 

Cwologists have told us their own story 
of these Aygean islands, a story much more 
dramatic than all the mytholupical tales. 
‘They tell ws that formerly Greece and Asia 
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Minor formed a single mass of land. PFal- 
lowing. some mighty cataclysms, the crust 
of this portion of the earth's surface wis 
submerged, only to be raised later toa high 
alntude, Then it fell once more. There 
fentun the mountainous Greek perunsiula, 
western Asia Minor, and the countless 
islands which rise fram uneven depths. 
Among them, in the south, is the lengthy 
ilar! of Crete. 

Crete: has an area of about 3)300 satire 
miles, being 160 miles long and varying 
in width fram 35 to 74 miles, But what 
matter rod miles in length? They cole 
he traversed in a few hours at most by 
raiirimc—if there were railroads. It tikes 
days am] days to cover Crete by land from 
one end te the other, 

The more accessible sections of Crete 
are now covered with a network of fairly 
important highways, but in remote dis- 
tricts the traveler must use the traditional 
Titans of transportation—donkey or mule, 
over trails or-uneven paths. And if it is 
necessary to saat oneself to the farngee 
and the needs of one's animuls, it is also 
essentil to take into account the aversion 
which every Cretan fouls at the prospect 
of traveling at nicht! 


FROM THE MOUNTAIN To THE PLALN 

We traveled over Crete in every direc- 
tion and at all altitudes, “The whole island 
is dominated be the motintains which in- 
tersect it, They include the Lasithi range 


‘in the east, with Mount Dicte: the Psiloriti, 


with Mount Ida near the center of the 
island, and to the west the White Moun- 
tains, locally, and nightly, named the “Tes- 
ert of Stone.” These peaks tist to more 
than 7,000 feet and are covered with snow 
it winter, bert in. stimmet an] early an- 
timn large herds of sheep graze on the 
slips. 

After leaving these herds, and the round 
stone huts where the solitary shepherds 
live, we wandered over many trails with- 
out meeting a living saul, 

While continuing cur downward path, 
snddenty a creat plain ‘would come mto 
view—like that of Lasithi, formerly. oc- 
copied hy alake, Again, we would go along 
a winding, rocky path on which even hs 
mitles stumbled, for the hoofs of prede- 
cessors have left their marks and the trail 
has hecome slippery and dangerous.

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CRUISING TO CRETE 


On a broad, elevated pass we sometinies 
saw a straight line of windmills, oceasion-

The peasants fram the villages 
climb up to them with their donkeys laden 
with grain (see pages 267, 208), On the 
other hand, along the steep motnitain slopes 
water mille are boilt tin the ravines. The 
mills run only in winter, for during sum- 
mer there is no ram: hence no water. 
GRUTTUES WERE ONCE PLACES OF WORSHIT 


While Crete has an extremely heavy 
rainfall, it is limited to the wet seuson, 
which commences in Chctober or Novem- 
her. The water aceurmulates and ia 
down the mountains in vidlent torrents; 11 
penetrates the soil and citculutes Darou 

a vast network of limestone grottoes, It 
wis-in these grottoes, tow a fairyland of 
stalactites and stalagmites, that the first in- 
habitants of the island established the wor- 
ship of their gods. To-day one finds among 
the rocks the altars and paraphernalia of 
incient rites. 

Same of these grottoes are veritable 
pits, into which one deseernds with the 
aid of ropes. One readily appreciates the 
impression they must have produced on 
the imagination of the men of other davs, 
when one notes the respectful awe they 
Sill command. ‘The natives m their folk- 
lore still people these caves with mit- 
atrots men arid arrnls. 

Villages dot the borders of the Cremn 
plains, arid the inhabitants comme to their 
dears and soolingly tvite the qussser-ly 
to enter. 

Oecasionally we met a pensant om his 
way to the village, carrying on his head a 
hasket overflowing with grapes. He world 
stop, select the most beautiful chaster, and 
offer them to us with touching simplicity, 
When they were accepted he showed his 
delight by a burst of laughter: 

As the traveler passes over a “Pont du 
Thable” ( Devil's Bridge), which straddles 
the deep bed of a torrent, the valley 
widens, and the olive trees seem to come 
toward him, as if to weleame him to more 
civilized stirronnclingss. 

In regions which are less. protected 
trom the elements, the locust tree prows, 
litt rt fs bent and pnarlecd hy its hattle 
with the violent north wind. There are 
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vineyards in the hillsides and vegetables 
grow in the river beds, which are dty it 
summer, or on the thin layers of fertile 
sail which cover the stone of some of the 
seashore plains. [rrigation is practiced: in- 
telligently ; large wiridmills raise the water, 
or norias grind away-as the water ts raised 
pall iy pail from wells. 


CITIES AND VILLAGES OF CHETE SHUNNED 
THE SEA 


Formerly, all habitation ended and all 
cultiwation ceased cat a certam distance 
rom the sea, and most villages to-day are 
cab ina cone somewhat away from the 
coast; Tor, though the sea is the purveyor 
af provisions and the best read for travel, 
it was also the haunt of pirates of old. 
Thievdides: wrote: “The old cities are 
preferably established awny from the sea 
hecatise of the pirates, who carried away 
everything along the coast.” 

There are many more farmers thon 
fishermen among the inhalitants of the 
constal sones of Crete, and this applies to 
most of the Mediterranean jstane The 
Whiyes have, however, established a few 
storehouses along the coast, and these piro- 
vide a-sort pf step to the interior, 

Wilaile the menace of piracy long since 
disappeared, up to fifty years ago the 
Turks, asa measure to prevent smuggling, 
frowned pon coastal settlements. The 
first house-at Haghins Nicolans was tutilt 
im 1870; to-day the town has 1.200-inhab- 
fants and is an expire port. 

If the traveler does not reach the sea 
ly way of the rocky zones or the brash- 
wood deserts, he may finel at the extremity 
of certain headlands which protrude mas- 
sively seaward, or at the hase of some 
great gulf, dwellings which have a dm- 
matte history, They were established on 
the seashore, but, as if to point out the 
dangers in being <0 situated, they were 
surrummded by strong fortifications and 
at the ends of breakwaters were fortified 
castles. 

Canea, surrounded by Venetian ram- 
parts, is the capital of Crete; it is sitt- 
ated in the western part of the island (see 
Color Plate TL, upper). 

Candia, farther to the east and-alen on 
the northern shore, is the only other city 
of commercial importance. During the 
Venetian occupation of the ished this 
stronghold was known as Megalo Castro
